Alleged bank 
robber under 
house arrest 
in Didsbury 

Former university student 
president accused of 
robbing Calgary bank

A former Mount Royal University student president 
accused of robbing over $6,000 at a credit union on Feb. 
29, is currently under a judge-ordered house arrest in 
Didsbury. 

Meghan Darcy Melnyk, 27, charged with robbing the 
Servus Credit Union in Calgary, was ordered on release on 
Mar. 7 by provincial court Judge Brian Stevenson. 

Court had heard that the credit union robber passed a 
note to the teller at the bank, indicating that they were 
armed, before making their getaway with $6,180 in cash 
and some bait bills, as well as a dye pack. 

Bank staff was able to get a licence plate on a PT 
Cruiser leaving the scene, and police were able to track 
and arrest the driver where they had parked 15 minutes 
later, alone in the vehicle. 

An envelope with the cash, as well as the holdup note, 
sunglasses (similar to those worn by the robber), makeup, 
makeup remover and a knife were found inside the 
vehicle. 

Melnyk also had pending charges of fraud under $5,000, 
involving a stolen purse and forged cheque, using a forged 
document, and breaching conditions of probation. 

According to Melnyk’s defense lawyer, Derek Lovatt, 
Melnyk was under stress due to working 12 to 14 hours a 
week, as well as dealing with a gambling addiction and 
struggling with her financial obligations at university. 

While Melnyk is residing in Didsbury with her aunt, she 
must abide by a 24-hour house arrest, except for work, 
vocational training, court appearances or emergency 
medical issues. 

Melnyk also cannot attend any establishment or busi¬ 
ness that has video lottery terminals, must not possess or 
use any fire amis or other weapons, mid must not come 
within 100 metres of either Mount Royal University, or the 
Servus Credit Union, located at 5303 68th Ave. S.E. in 
Calgary. 

Melnyk must also report to RCMP weekly while under 
house arrest. “There are numerous people who report to 
as weekly who am not just residents,” said Sgt Jeff Jacobson. 

When asked if local businesses would be informed 
about the house arrest placement and the potential for 
thefts in the community, Jacobson added, “That is not 
something we do, hut police are aware of people who 
have done a variety of crimes in the past as well.” 

“Ultimately, a business cannot assume anyone isn’t 
around who would not do that.” 

Jacobson could not comment further on the case. 

The release was on either $6,000 cash or $12,(XM) in non¬ 
cash assets, and would be posted by Melnyk’s mother. 

Melnyk will he hack in court on Mar. 16.

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Infrastructure 
spending vital for 
Alberta’s success 

In a sure sign that the 
provincial election is right 
around the corner, the 
Redford government has 
announced plans to spend 
more than $1(5 billion of tax¬ 
payers’ money on infrastruc¬ 
ture projects over the next 
three years. 

Saying it’s high time to 
loosen up the purse strings 
for the building of new 
schools and hospitals and 
repairing highways and road¬ 
ways, the Tories are calling the new spending part 
of their ‘strategic vision for the future’ of Alberta. 

“Infrastructure projects are investments in com¬ 
munities and families,” said Premier Alison 
Redford. “Hundreds of projects underway across 
the province will provide more classrooms, 
improve access to health care, support communi¬ 
ty infrastructure and enhance our road network.” 

The new funding will go to a myriad of projects, 
including 28 health capital projects worth $4 bil¬ 
lion, and 56 school projects, including 15 new 
schools, and upgrades of more than 1,000 kilome¬ 
tres of highways. 

The capital plan also includes $5.6 billion com¬ 
bined support for municipal infrastructure over 
three years for the Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative and municipal transportation and water 
infrastructure grants. 

While no one in West Central Alberta would 
argue with the need for the region’s roads and 
highways and schools and hospitals to be ade¬ 
quately funded and maintained, the timing of the 
new funding announcement raises a few questions. 

For one, why does it seem that every time an 
election rolls around the government announces 
major spending projects like this one? Can voters 
perhaps be excused for being a little cynical about 
the timing of such major funding announcements? 

The opposition parties, of course, say the Tories’ 
well-worn practice of opening up the purse strings 
just before elections is all about buying votes with 
public money, all about spending money now 
while leaving things underfunded in the off-elee- 
tion years. 

On the other side, the government is, at least 
according to Premier Redford, only concerned 
with investing in “communities and families”. 

Putting the rhetoric aside for a moment, the fact 
is there is a real and growing need for upgrades to 
key infrastructure across the province, including 
in every town and county in West Central Alberta. 

Whether it’s much-needed changes to inter¬ 
changes along the key QE II corridor, the need for 
new hospitals in many communities, or the impor¬ 
tance of keeping highways up to standard so they 
can serve vital industries such as oil and gas and 
tourism, proper and adequate infrastructure fund¬ 
ing is a must for Alberta’s well-being. 

If the province is to continue to grow and pros¬ 
per in this post-recession economy, public spend¬ 
ing on key infrastructure must continue, regard¬ 
less of which party is in power following the 
upcoming 2012 provincial vote.

Appealing the approved directional signs 


Council has approved 
directional signage that 
will direct visitors toward 
their intended locations in 
Didsbury, such as the town 
office, memorial complex, 
and museum. The budget 
for the directional signs is 
set at over $24,000. 

I was concerned that the 
approved signage designat¬ 
ed for the downtown his¬ 
torical core does not coin¬ 
cide with a historical style. 
I surveyed the public 
downtown for a few days 


and, to my surprise, the 
main comment was “stop 
spending”. I then attended 
the Feb. 28 council meeting 
to express these concerns. 

When asked to reconsid¬ 
er her motion to approve 
the directional signs at the 
meeting, Coun. Veno's 
response was “Absolutely 
not”. After having read 
Coun. Veno’s quote in the 
Didsbury Review (Feb. 7 
edition), where she was 
quoted as saying, “holding 
off and getting some multi¬ 


ple sign designs to get an 
opinion, since they’ll be 
around for a long time, 
may be a good idea,” I was 
surprised with her com¬ 
ment at the council meeting. 

Having this opinion and 
knowing there is opposi¬ 
tion to the signage, it puz¬ 
zles me why Coun. Veno 
would not reconsider. 

If Coun. Veno, one of the 
persons we elected to rep¬ 
resent us, will not revisit 
her motion, the next step 
is a petition requiring 10 


per cent of Didsbury’s citi¬ 
zens’ signatures. 

I will be preparing a peti¬ 
tion asking council to stop 
spending taxpayers’ 
money on the new direc¬ 
tional signage as designed 
and approved at the .Ian. 

24 council meeting.
